In the claims: 

Rewrite claim 1 as follows: In a process for producing a peptide or a peptide derivative 
by using a reaction system of transcribing a DNA into an RNA and then translating the 
RNA produced or a reaction system of translating an RNA in vitro, wherein the 
improvement is all protein components of the reaction system are labeled with a fist 
substance which adheres to a second substance, and said second substance is used 
as an adsorbent for capturing said labeled protein components after translation of the 
peptide or peptide derivative to allow the separation of the produced peptide or a 
peptide derivative from the labeled protein components constituting the reaction system. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are drawn to the an in vitro reaction system for producing peptides wherein all the 
protein components of the reaction system (36 different proteins) are labeled, however, 
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the protein produced by the reaction system is not labeled. The invention distinguishes 
over the prior art because every single protein component is labeled whereas the 
closest prior art usually has either one or two components of the reaction system 
labeled and/or the produced protein itself. To label all 36 protein components is a non- 
obvious variation over the prior art and thus the claims clearly are patentable. The 
allowed claims are 1-17.
